letter. from Mr. tJ. Price, the chairman of 
the Nile Valley Company, who recently visited 
the mine, in which he said he was delighted to 
say that he was very much pleased: with what 
he sew-;the'reef had a good sppearauce, and 
Mr. Norbury was able to show viribla gold. 
He bad a high opinion of the prospecta of the 
company, aud congratulated them upon their 
staff at the mine. 

With regard to the Dongola Concession, Mr. 
Carey was dispatched to the concession to 
locate old workings. The area was very largo, 
but in the first season's work he not only 
located several old workings and made a goo- 
logical survey of the goncession, but also 
examined the southern part and sonk seyeral 
small pita or shafts to see if he sould discover 
any well-defined coal. measures.
